Clio inter-state- commerce bill Buttorworth 
•nunted a separate vq:o on tbo long-aml-short- 
:iiaul section, and Weaver o£ Iowa on the sec- 
tions establishing u. commission, but both 
requests woro denied. Dunham moved n re- 
committal, but was rnlod out on a point ol 
ordor, and O'Noil asked for somo sort ot par- 
liamentary proceeding by which members 
could ba permitted to dissent from portions 
o( tho bill that woro objectionable to thnm.

Section 2 raakos it unlawful for any com- 


mon carrier to chargo or rocoivo directly or 
indirectly from any persons a greater or less 
compensation for any sorvice rendered in tho 
transportalion o£ passengers or property 
than it charges, or receives from any other 
person or persons for doing a liko and con- 
temporaneous service ir. tho trr.nspor billon 
of a liko kind of truffle undor substantially 
similar circumstances and conditious. 


Section 3, makes it unlawful for any coal- 


men carrier to make or give any undue or 
unreasonable preference or advantage tc 
any particular person, company tlrm, cor- 
poration or locality or auy particular dis- 
eription of trallic. 


SECTION 4. That it shall bo unlawful Tor 
any common carrier subject to tho provis- 
ions of this net to charge or receive n;iy 
greater comnensatlon iu tho aggregate for 
tho transportation of passengers or of like 
kind of property under substantially similar 
circumstances and conditions for a shorter 
than for a longer distance over tho same lim
